West Lund Kegulations, 


The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manituna, Sask- 
tchewan or Alberta, Applicant 
moust appear in person at tne Dorm- 
inion Lands Agency or Suv-Agency 
for the District. Watry by proxy 
may be made at any Vomiaign | .ands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live withio nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
On certain conditions. <A _ habitable 
ouse is required except where resi- 
dence is-perfurmed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
ip good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres ex- 
ra cultivation. Pre-emption patent 
may be obtained as soon as home- 
stead patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a_ pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. |)uties—Must 
reside six months in each of three 
years, cultivate 50 acres and erect 
a house worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may be 
substituted for cultivation under cer- 
tain conditions.

What Is The Great War 
Veterans’ Association 


of Canada 


Perhaps the above question has 
been asked more often in connection 
with this three months’ old organ- 
ization than any other. It is our 
purpose to answer this-question for 
the satisfaction of all who desire to 
know; whether it be one who, being 
eligible, desires men:xbership, either 
active or associate; or whether it be 
a person unfortunate enough to ,have 
been unable to serve in the forces, 
naval or military, of Canada and 
the Motherland; but, out of appreci- 
ation for the work that has been ren- 
dered by the men in khaki, desires 
to see that retribution is made, in- 
sofar as can possibly be effected by 
wise and reasonable administration, 
to those who are disabled by reason 
of wounds received, or unfortunate 
circumstances met with, in the pro- 
secution of their country s services 
und defense; and that the lives — of 
those whose breadwinners have been 
tuken away, may be made as free 
from care and anxiety for the future 
as it is possible for a grateful peo- 
ple to render them. 

Let us state briefly that the work 
of the Association is an effort on the 
part of returned soldiers to help 
themselves. <All its oflicers are them- 
selves returned men, and its active 
membership is contined to those who 
been overseas in the present 
great war, whilst its associate mem- 
ber must have seen service in one of 
Britain's wars, or have been enlisted 
with the C.E.I. To qualify for mem- 
bership, an applicant must have re- 
ceived an honorable discharge, or, il 
still g member of the C.I.F., havea 
clean record. No distinction — is 
drawn between oflicers who have 
served and men in the ranks who 
have ‘‘done their bit.’’ All are wel- 
come to the comradeship of the As- 
sociatiun upon the presentation — of 
proper credentials and an expressed 
desire to aftiliate with other com- 
rades. 

Undoubtedly there has arisen a 
great deal of misunderstanding with 
regard to what this Association pro- 
poses to do. Let us, in this connec- 
tion, point out that this is mot a 
“one man” affair, nor ever has been. 
Tt is the natural outgrowth of an 
atterppt made by Various districts in 
Canada to establish in their own set- 
tions of the country, and for the 
betterment of returning men, mect- 
ing places where topics of commen 
interest might be considered and dis- 
cussed. It was very soon made evi- 
dent. that the problem was g federal 
one, rather than local, amd the nec- 
essity for concerted action by all 
the returned men in Canada was 
clearly felt. We knew that the  fut- 
ure well-being of the broken soldiers 
and the dependents of those who bad 
fallen would be well looked after by 
the grateful people of our country, 
and yet there was a desire on- our 
part to do something for ourselves. 
As the probler became more acute, 
our opinions become more rounded ; 
and we determined on action that 
would result in the federation of all 
bodies of returned soldiers in Can- 
ada. 

Here, let re say a word for those 
civilian bodies who have from titre 
to time patriotically shouldered the 
responsibility and discharged their 
self imposed obligations very effec- 
tively and to the best of their abil- 
ity and resource. We are bound to 
respect the earnest efforts of those 
busy men and women, and — our 
hearts are very grateful to them. 
We trust that their work will con- 
tinue in the future as in the past, 
and it is our desire to co-operate 
wherever we can, when it is consist- 
ent with our principles as an Associ- 
ation. : 

Having in mind, however, the 
magpitude of this problem, we can- 
not help but feel that the tendency 
has been to leave too much that be- 
longs to the people of Canada gener- 
ally, and should be carried out in an 
effective, comprehensive manner by 
our Government, for settlement and 
adjustment by private interests. No 
system that delegates public fune- 
ctions to a private body is proper, 
and in course of time would becore 
inactive and ineffective. To ask us 
to believe the opposite of this would 
require us to refute the evidence 
supplied by the past history of na- 
tions. 

In all the several inte:connected 
processes of returning the soldier to 
his civilian status again whether it 
be: Active , Medical or Surgical 
Treatment, Functional Reeducationi 
The Provision of Artificial Appli- 
ances, Vocational Re-education, Es- 
tablishment in Civil Life, and in 
those other divisions where the 
abled man’s future comfort in 
and that of dependents who are 
no other reasonable means able t, 
secure g decent livelihood, is to he 
assured, we desire to see the Gov- 
ernmént, perferably through a speci- 
al department created for this pur- 
pose, undertake and direct all the 
operations in connection jwith the 
rehabilitation and reinstatement of 
those who have suffered by partici- 
pation in the military services of 
their country, or have lost their sup- 
porters in the Empire's cause. In 
otthers words it is our desire that 
the Government of the Dominion of 
Canada, at whose bidding men from 
ail over Cangda offered their services 
recognize our request, and assume 
all responsibilities for the effective 
settlement of all the problems aris- 
ing out of the war, exercising wis- 
dom and broadmindedness in all the 
details. This will not curtail any 
effort that may be made by private 
individugls or associations of re 
sponsible origin, but will secure = 4 
greater centralization of control 
which is most necessary. Tt would 
also allay a great deal of fear now 


y | entertained that the present provis- 


ions will no favorable 
change. 

To return to aq little history of 
our organization. Ata convention of 
the different districts held in ‘Win- 
nipeg, April 12th, 1917, attended by 
representatives of over fifty local 
associations was born The Great 
War Veterans Association of Can- 
ada; which we hope is destined to 
become a force in the national lite 
of Canada, whose intluence for good 
will be felt in all questions of na- 
tional importance, and whose work 
will be proved by its contribution to 
the, higher citizenship in our country 
for which we look conring out of the 
Nation’s night of sorrow. “™ 

Let me briefly quote our aims and 
objects 

To perpetuate the close and kind- 
ly ties of miitual service in the 
Great War, and recollections and 
associations of that experience 
and to maintain proper standards 
of dignity and honor between all 
returned soldiers; 

To preserve the memory and _re- 
cord of those who have suffered ang 
dicd for the nation, to see to: the 
erection of monuments to their 
Valour and the establishment ol 
an ADnoual Memorial day; to insure 
that proper provision is made. for 
the due care of the sick, wounded

and needy, among those who have |- 


served, including reasonable — pen- 

sions, employment for such as gre 

Capable, soldiers’ homes, medical 

Care and equitable provision — for 

dependent families of men who - en- 

listed; 
To constantly inculate loyalty to 
Canada and the Empire, and un- 
stinted servico in their interest. 
This is our warrant for existence. 
We will let you judge, reader, 
whether or not we are following 
worthy motives. Let me state here 
that our purpose is not political in 
any seNse beyond our intention to 
guard well that those who are elect- 
ed to any ollice in the public _ ser- 
vice are true to those ideas that 
constitute British citizenship and are 
not inimical to the just interests o} 
those who have fought for the Em- 
pire’s preservation. We make no 

appeal to any political party. Our 
claim is law before the people of 
Canada and it is to them we look 
for redress. What a n:an may be 
outside of the Association, whatever 
other body he may be allied with as 
long as it be a loyal connection, 
with this we are not concerned. 
But in the Association of 
which we are merbers, our para- 
mount interest is the wellbeing of 
the unfortunate comrades, which, of 
course, must ever be linked with 
service to our country;,and it is 
preferable that all other matters be 
excluded, there being work enough 
at hand. ; 

Let me quote from g speech by our 
Dominion President, Comrade (Maj.) 
W. P, Purney, in the House of Com- 
rons Chamber before g Parliamen- 
tary Committee: @ 

“We realize that much has been 
done, and that much will be done, 
and done willingly; but we think it 
is our duty to safeguard the future— 
for the future when the idol and ob- 
Ject of almost tender interest of to- 
day way become the thing of in- 
difference. We, his brothers, his 
comrades, and the brothers of those 
who, in dying for itheir King and 
Country, have left to the care of 
their country, and more especially 
their comrades, their own loved ones, 
the memory of whom was the _ last 
conscious thought of many a_ hero 
as he lay dying in a muddy trench— 
here, I say, we shall be true to our 
sacred trust, and those bereft ones 
shall be to usas our own fathers, 
our own mothers, our own sisters, 
and ovr oWn little brothers. 

“We feel that by our efforts to 
preserve the nemory and records of 
those who have died for Canada, we 
shall be doing much to keep that 
proud spirit which the Huns thought 
had “so deteriorated in the British 
people, but which, thank Heaven, 
only slumbered and was there ready 
to manifest itself in our race in 
greater brilliancy than ever; the 
spirit which exists in the heart of 
every true Canadian, and which will 
again have to be reckoned with 
should our freedom ever be threaten- 
ed, which, pray God, it may not. 

Our Associations have no inten- 
tion of becoming lounging places for 
loafers. ‘True, a measure of recrea- 
tion will be essential, but this de- 
Partrent of our work will be  con- 
ducted in an orderly fashion. 

‘There is another phase of our work 
the values of which cannot be esti- 
mated. 

No other institution is so pecu- 
liarly fitted to engage therein as we 
are. In all Canada no finer class of 
pen can be found than those who 
compose the majority of returned 
soldiers. The opinion, held in some 
quarters that we are a collection of 
non-desecripts and ne'er do weels, 
men without purpose and ambition 
for better things, is erroneous. Most 
of us are well able to take our piaco 
creditably in any sphere of society 
where ability and manhood are re- 
cognized. Of the others, we hold 
them to be men, approved and made 
worthy by their honorable service on 
the battlefields, and possessed of all 
inanner of latent possibilities. 

Perhaps to no other association or 
body belongs the sacred duty of see- 
ing to it that in the future those, 
whose loved ones fell beside us in 
the field, are properly provided for, 
as it does to us. To those depen- 
dent. ones, the aged parents, the 
wives, and little children, we stand 

‘pledged that no thought of self or 
selfish interests shall prevent that 


' 
their needs and comforts {receive first 
consideration, \ 
an many places in Canada already, 
meeting places have been provided 
for the returned men, where, under 
their own government, :they are free 
to develop and help in the working 
out of their own problers. Few 
there are in Canada, we hope, that 
will question the right of these boys 
to appeal~for that assistance neces- 
sary to provide acconmodation in 
this respect. They have very little 
troney of their own, and surely those 
who stayed at home are willing to 
supply this little comfort out of 
appreciation for the service they 
have rendered. The day will come 
when those cities and towns’ which 
have provided these privileges for 
the men who went forth from 
amongst them to battle and have 
returned, will have reason to be- 
iieve that the money could not -have 
oeen better spent. Operating fees 
will eventually be met by fees im- 
posed upon the members. Reader, 
please believe we are not q collection 
of disgrumbled, dissatisfied, un- 
happy men, but that we are an 
amerly gathering of returncd _ sol- 
diers seeking to again becoire civi- 
iians, hoping that we may yet be 
allowed to serve our country in a 
tivilian capacity as truly as we 
tried to do so when we proudly 
wore our” khaki. Help the little 
yunch ip your home town, and give 
cher: every encouragement. ,..

NEW BRITISH DRIVE ON

HAIG REPORTS PROGRESS OF A 
SATISFACTORY SORT, 


Attack is on Wide Front and to the 
East of Ypres. 


LONDON, Sept. 20.—The new Prit- 
ish offensive for which recent reports 
of heavy artillery bombardments, wer- 
ial activity and raids into German 
lines had prepared the public, com- 
menced at daylight this morning. The 
attack was made on a wide front east 
of Ypres, and according to Field Mar- 
shal Haig’s report satisfactory pro- 
gress was made and valuadle posi- 
tions were captured.

FRANCE AND BELGIUM 


Sept. 21—During the night the 
British forces with comparatively 
little opposition consolidated and con- 
siderably improved the new line 
which they had won in their offen- 
sive against the Germans to the East 
of Ypres. 

Today from the newly acquired pos- 
ition known as “Anzac” southwest of 


Zonnebeke, flutters the Australian 
banner, a symbol of the graatest vic- 
tory which has marked British oper- 
ations in the Western theatre in the 
past year not excluding that at Mes- 
sines. 

Southwest of Gheluveit, the Cer- 
mans are. still holding a position 
which the British desire! and today 
at 9.30 o'clock, Field Marshal Haig 
began a local attack there 

LONDON, Sept. 21.— Iie'd Marshal 
Haig in later reports regarding the 
British offensive on the Belgian front 
to the east of Ypres yesterdav when 
the British troops pushed through the 
German lines for a distance of more 
than a mile, says that tne complete- 
ness of the British success is confirn.- 
ed by detailed accounts of the battle. 
The British war office, after the re- 
ceipt of Field Marshal Haiz’s report 
today Isgued this bulletin: 

“More detailed accounts of yester- 
day's battle confirm the completeness 
of our success.” ; 

“During the evening local attacks 
delivered by us in the neizhborhood 
of Tower Hamlets and northwest of 
Langemarck cleared up a number of 
strong points and completed the cap-! 
ture of our objectives in these loval- 
ities. 

“It is now established that in the 
many counter attacks delivered by 
considerable forces of the enemy 
during the afternoon and evening his 
casualties were unusually great. 


The clear Nght of the latter part of 
the day enabled our troups to cbtain 
warning of the impending atinck and 
in every case the advancing lines of 
the German infantry «were destroyed 
by the concentrated tire of our lines 
of rifles and machine guns ' 

“The obstinacy with which the en 
emy constantly repeated his attacks 
only added to his losses without re- 
covering for him any of the valuable 
ground which he had lost. 


“Ixhausted by his previous efforts 
the enemy made no courter attacks 
during the night and onr troops were 
able to consolidate the positions un- 
disturbed. 

“Our own losses in the battle were 
light. 

“In the course of the night small hos- 
tile attacks were driven off west of 
Havrincourt and west of leus

During a similar 
period of the Somme battle a year 
ago thirty-four German divisions 
were engaged, twenty-two of which 
were withdrawn as a consequence of 
casualties after twelve day’s fighting 
During the Verdun fighting, which be- 
gan on August 20, ten German divi- 
sions, including their four reserve 
divisions, were withdrawn after fight- 
ing from a mirinum of two dauysto a 
maximum of four days. Eight of the 
divisions were returned as exhausted. 
Six new divisions, which replaced 
them now occupy the line. 


BUSINESS £ OF PARI th- 
MENT OVER MEMBERS 
TURN THEIR ATTENTION 
TO ELECTIONS: 


OTTAWA, Sept. 19.—Conservatie 
Senators and members held their fi- 
nal caucus of the session this morn- 
ing. With the business of parlia- 
ment practically disposed of, the at- 
tention of the caucus was turned to 
matters of organisation in connection 
with the approaching general elec- 
tion. 

It is understood that the situation 
was generally canvassed and tenta- 
tive plans inade for the conduct of 
the campaign. 

With the departure from the capital 
for a brief holiday of Sir Robert Bor- 
den after the session, matters politi- 
cal are expected to be down for a 
period. Government rearseniziation 
whether on the basis of party or 
union lines, will be deferred until 
afrer the prim. moini.ter returns t9 
Ottawa when the formal dissolution 
of the present parliament will take 
place. Dissolution is likely to occur 
almost immediately prior to October. 
7th, the date on which parliament 
ceases to exist. The appointment of 
a new group of senators for Western 
Canada, provided for by the redistri- 
bution bill passed some sessions ago, 
cannot be made, according to the 
terms of that legislation, until after 
the dissolution has taken place. Each 
of the three prairie provinces, after 
the appointinents are made, will have 
an additional representation in the 
upper house of two members, while 
British Columbia will have three more 
senators. The west will then be re- 
presented in the senate by a group of 
twenty-four members, as_ Ontario, 
Quebec and the Prairie Provinces are 
represented by groups of this number 
at the present time.

LIAMENT NOW FINALLY 
ENDED, 


PROROGATION CONCLUDED BY 
LONG SPEECH REFERRING TO 
SOME OF THE THINGS DONE IN 
THE HOUSE. 


OTTAWA, Sept. 20.—Parlfament 
has prorogued. Shortly before six 
o’clock, when some final questions 


were being put us to the administra- 
tion of the franchise bill Black Rod 
summoned the members of the house 
to the senate and in a few minutes 
the session was at an end. 


SPEECH FROM THRONE. 
“Honorable gentlemen of thesenate 
and gentleinen of the House of Com- 
mons: 
“Tn pOrant- measures for the effec- 


tive prosecution of the war have en- 
gaged your close attention during a 
tong session, and I am now happy to 
release you from further attendance. 

Since your labors began the high 
and worthy character of our cause 
has been confirmed by two significant 
events. Our Allies, the Russian peo- 
ple, are engaged, under trying cir- 
cumstances, in establishing institu- 
tions which shall fully conform to 
their ideal of liberty and order. In 
the midst of inevitable difficulties, 
which command our sympathy, they 
have aflirmed their determination to 
remain faithful to their alliance. 

“The United States of America, re- 
fusing to tolerate the arrogance and 
menace of Prussian militarism, have 
made common cause with the Allies 
and are vigorously co-operating with 
thein in the struggle for freedom and 
liberty. Already the Canadian people 
have given many expressions of the 
warn welcome with which they greet 
their kindred neighbour as a comrade 
in arms. 

“The meeting of the imperial war 
cabinet conference in the early part 
of the year have very materially faci- 
litated the thorough co-operation of 
the Dominion, hoth in the prosecution 
of the war, and in preparation for 
the future. They constitute also an 
important step in the development of 
the constitutional relationships be- 
tween the nations of the British com- 
monwealth. : 

“Notwithstanding the increasing 
military strength of the allied nations 
the stubborn resistance of the enemy 
in all important theatres of the war 
demonstrates the need of throwing 
our utmost effort into the struggle 

thas hastening the day of abiding 
peace. In the Western theatre the 
Canadian Army corps, by its capture 
of the coveted Vimy Ridge, and by its 
recent operations at Lens, has sus- 
tained its distinguished record and 
contributed in important measure to 
the ascendancy which the allies gain- 
ed in that theatre. 


REFERS TO CONSCRIPTION. 

“In order to secure the reinforce- 
ments essential for the support of our 
forces further steps have become nec- 
essary, and the authority you have 
granted for compulsory service on a 
selective basis will meet the urgent 
need for reinforcements. At the same 
time it) will provide the means for 
conserving more effectively the es- 
sential agricultural and industrial act- 
ivities of the Dominion. 

“You have recognised your duty in 
providing the best possible safeguard 
for enabling those engaged in the de- 
fense of their country to have their 
voice in the decision of national ques- 
tions which vitally affect them. For 
this purpose, as well as to give due 
recognition to service and sacrifice in 
the affairs of the state, the necessary 
adjustments which you have made in 
the legislation relevant to these mat- 
ters will doubtless prove effective. 

“The legislation you have passed 
with the purpose of assisting return- - 
ed soldiers to settle on the land, will 
nou only aid materially in restoring 
these gallant men to their rizhttul 
status in the community but should 
greatly increase the agricultural pro- 
duction of the country. 

“The appointment of a fond con- 
troller and fuel controller invested 
with important powers and duties 
is founded upon the impressive need 
of the utmost need of econom; and 
saving in order that our national 
strength may continue animpaired. 

“In, order that our industries may 
be equipped to cope with the intrie- 
ate problems of the future, provision 
has been made for promoting scieut- 
ifle and industrial research. 

“{mportant progress has been made 
in solving the difficult’ problems of 
railway transportation and the means 
has been provided whereby a great 
railway system shall become the pro- 
perty of Canada and be added to their 
national undertaking. 

“Gentlemen of the House of Com- 
mons: In the name of His Majesty, I 
thank you for the liberal provision

tion of the war. 
“Honorable Gentlemen of the Sen- 
ate: gentlemen of the House of Com- 
mons: Although the stress of the 
war becomes increasingly severe the 
people of Canada, resolute in their 
supreme purpose of achieving through 
victory an abiding peace, have not 
faltered; and I am confident that 
whatever efforts are necessary will be 
unhesitatingly put forth in the stern 
determination that the best sacrifices 
already made shall not be in vain.” 


A FAR FLUNG LINE, 


It was possible for England to talk 
about her far flung battle line twenty 
years ago, when Kipling wrote the 
Recessional. But what about that 
line today? England has two million 
men in France; her nayy has con- 
trolled the seas since the beginning 
of the war. There is a British ex- 
pedition in Mesopotamia and a Brit- 
ish expeditionary foree in Salonica. 
British monitors and British artillery 
are operating with the Italian troops 
near Trieste and British armoured 
cars are supporting Russian troops 
on the eastern front. The plaint that 
England has done nothing in this war 
has about died away—and with good 
cause.—Cincinnatti Times-Star.

He saw active service in 
the trenches, was wounded, and = de- 
clared unfit for further trench duty, 
when he again took up Y.M.C.A. work 
and the splendid vote he has obtained 
shows the soldier boys feel he is the 
man to fight their battles in the legis- 
lative halls of Alberta. 


ENTENTE ANSWERS TO PEACE 
MOVES. 


Newspapers herald the new British 
offensive in Flanders as the Entente 
Allies to Germany's Iatest 
peace manoeuvres. The Chronicle 
declares that the Allies have nothing 
more to say, and adds: 

“Wars for a great object 
cannot be won by words but only by 
the strong right arm.” 

The Graphic asserts: “Again the 
guns are speaking. Into the 1uiidst of 
whatever delusions about an early 
peace are entertained by the peoples 
of enemy countries coms the British 
commander in chief's characteristic 
announcement: ‘We attackel at 5.40 
this morning on a wide front.” 

The Daily Mail declares that the 
answer to the latest German effort to 
divide the Intente Allies by pretend- 
ing that Great Britain made the peace 
proposals and that Germany 
ready to evacuate Belgium, is sup- 
plied by Sir Douglas Haig. The news- 
paper adds: “Meanwhile, it is the first 
duty of the British government to 
take far more energetic measures 
than it has applied heretofore to curb 
the treacherous agitation of pacifists, 
which is the enemy's last hope.” 

The Daily News says: “Now that 
there appears for the first time some 
prospect that Germany may be nervy 
ing herself to say restoration in earn- 
est, the immediate response is the 
official warning that there is no fear 
of the Entente Allies being hool- 
winked by such subterfuge.”

THE QUEBEC BRIDGE. 


At last the central span of the 
great Quebec Bridge has been raised 
in position, the last bolt fastened, and 
engineers and people breathe freely 
once more. This was one of the 
greatest engineering feats of the 
times we live in and will be of th 
greatest benefit to the Province of 
Quebec. 

This central span was 640 feet long, 
88 feet wide, and 130 feet high, and 
weighed 500 tons. It was lifted 150 
feet by hydraulic jacks and connected 
with the cantilever arms of the bridge 
without mishap last week. 

The checkered «career of the Drilge 
project is worth .eading The ue- 
bec Bridge Company was formed as 
early as 1898, with a capital of 
$1,000,000. Federal and = Provincial 
subsidies were granted in aif, but it 
was soon found that the vanilul was 
utterly insufficient for the work. Pro- 
gress was nevertheless made with the 
masonry. As the enterprise was 
deemed a necessary Hnk in the Trans- 
continental Railway, the Government 
gradually took it over. Thus it was 
‘possible to begin work on the bridge 
proper. On August 29th, 1907, 250 
feet of completed superstructure suid- 


denly collapsed, killing sixty men 
and causing a loss estimated at 
$1,500,000. 


New plans were secured. <A Govy- 
ernment Commission was created to 
handle the project. New piers had 
to be built as the first piers were in- 
correctly placed. Slowly - the work 
proceeded until September, a yeur 
ago, when all was ready to raise the 
middle span. Up to that date the 
money expended upon the structure 
had reached the total of $17,000,000 
The span came safely off the pon- 
toons, but when it was clear some 
chords failed to meet the strain. The 
whole span, twisting like a cobweb, 
plunged to the bottom of the #1. 
Lawrence wit ninety men, twelve of 
whom lost their lives.

NECESSARY WAR MEASURES. 


Toronto News —Real War Liberals 
have not opnosed either the War- 
Time Election Bill or tne closure 
They know that the imnesition vf 
closure was essential to tne adoption 
of the franchise meagure, aud that 
the latter is one of the most import- 
ant war measures that has heen 
brought before Parliament In the past 
three years. They recognise that but 
for the enfranchisement of the sold- 
ier's kinswomen, and the disenfran- 
chisement of the new arrivals from 
enemy countries, the non-British ele 
ments in the population might eaauiy- 
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control the incoming parliament. <A 
Parliament so controlled would desert 
the Canadian on the firing: line. This 
is a prospect which men and women 
with red blood in their veins could not 
contemplate calmly. 


WHAT HAS BECOME OF IT? 


Winnipeg Telegram: How many 
persons are there in Western Canada 
who have nerve enough today to say 
a word in defence of the platform 
adopted by the lamented Winnipeg 
Convention? The only influence ex- 
erted by that famous gathering has 
been to puncture the budding repu- 
tation of several near statesmen, who 
have discovered, to’ their great sur- 
prise that the task of fooling the pub- 
lic is not always as easy as it looks. 

The cheers which greeted the 
straddle on conscription and the en- 
dorsement of Laurier were still echo- 
ing through the Industrial Bureau 
when the revolt began. The fatal 
character of what had been done was 
seen immediately by the more cool 
headed of the audience. The liberals 
of Winnipeg, being nearest to the 
scene of action, were the first to 
grasp the necessity of disclaiming the 
responsibility for the platform. They 
have done so with a vigor that leaves 
little to be desired. 

If their example has not been form- 
ally imitated in Saskatchewan and 
Alberta, there is at any rate evidence 
that the rank and file of liberalism in 
these provinces feel the same way as 
their Manitoba brethren. No promi- 
nent citizen between here and _ the 
Rocky Mountains—with the  except- 
ion, of course, of Hon. Frank Oliver 
—has any longer a good word to say 
for the monstrosity which their brain 
conceived and their hands fashioned 
at Winnipeg. Even the redoubtable 
Charles Wilson Cross, of Edmonton 
and Edson, is beginning to wonder if 
he wasn't a little hasty in burying 
the hatchet and consenting to figure 
as fugleman for his dearest enemy. 

The only place where the Western 
liberal platform is still receiving 
even lip service, is in British Colum- 
bia. A guprded letter, which may 
be interpreted as approving its main 
features, has been published by 
Premier Brewster. An _ up-country 
delegate, whose name we have unfor- 
tunately forgotten has written to the 
Vancouver newspapers expressing 
his surprise that there should be any 
dissatisfaction at resolutions framed 
with the desire of pleasing every- 
body. 

Even at the coast, however, a cor- 
rect public opinion is rapidly being 
formed. The people there, as else- 
where, are grasping the simple truth 
that it is a case of Borden or Laurier. 
Those who do not follow the former, 
are necessarily followers of the lat- 
ter. <A straddle is no use when live 
problems have to be met and solved 

The cffort to form a seperate West- 
ern Liberal party has gone into the 
discard. Every liberal must face 
squarely the question of what he be- 
lieves to be his duty and whether he 
intends to do it. 

George B. Nicholson in Toronto 
Globe: The great majority of liberals 
in eight of the nine provinces are ear- 
nestly behind every effort that can be 
made to back the allies and win the 
war; but they have no recognised 
leadership. On the other hand, the 
Conservative party in eight of the 
nine provinces, with the minoricy 
from Quebec, stand solidly behind 
Sir Robert Borden. I submit further 
that it is the only course. To ask the 
Conservative party under such cir- 
cumstances to permit the elimination 
of the leader in whom they have the 
most implicit confidence in order to 
join @ party without any leader is en- 
tirely unreasonable, and those who 
suggest such a condition of union do 
not manifest a very acute desire that 
union be accomplished.

OTTAWA, Sept. 19.—Steps taken 


under the military service act, and a 


course of action for the future were 
discussed in detail at a conference 
held today at which were present the 
prime minister and minister of just- 
ice, the members of the Military Ser- 
vice Council, General Gwatkin, chief 
of the General Staff, General Mew- 
burn, Adjutant General, and Colonel 
McInnes,deputy AdjutantGeneral. The 
Military Service Council outlined the 
work accomplished in preparation for 
calling out of the first class of men 
under the act and it was decided to 
proceed with as little delay as possi- 
ble. 

Registrars for all the provinces. 
with the exception of Nova Scotia. 
have now been appointed; and the 
creation of machinery for handling 
appeals is well in hand. When ar- 
rangements have been completed the 


proclamation calling out the first 
class—unmarried men and widowers 
between 20 and 34—will be issued 
additional reports received by the 
military council indicate that full use 
is being made of medical boards 
where they are at work. 

Sir Daniel McMillan, Liberal nomi- 
nee to the board of selection, has ar- 
rived at Ottawa and is in consulta- 
tion with Senator Sharpe as to ap- 
pointments to tribunals in Manitoba.

ALLEGED HEAD OF DYN-

HENRI MONETTE CAPTURED AT 
RUSSIAN SCHOOL BY TWO 
POLICE OFFICERS 


MONTREAL, Sept. 19.—Henri 
Monette, alias Charles Edouard Gir- 
ard, alleged ringleader of the dyna- 
miters, was captured late yesterday 
afternoon at the Russian School, in 
Pointe Aux Trembles by Chief Car- 


pentier of the City police, working 
with Inspector Giroux, of the Domi- 
nion police. 

Monette was arrested at the Acad- 
emy Russian, where he was employed 
as a fireman. Chief Carpentier with 
his followers entered the building and 
went to the office of the Curator, 
Brother Felix, of the College Des 
Freres du Sacre Coeur, which con- 
ducts the school. They told the sup- 
erior that they wanted Monette, who 
they believed to be working there. 
They called him Plamondon, the 
name he had assumed. ‘The superior 
gave instructions to send for Monette 
As Monette entered the superior’s 


the field clear for the police officers. 
The latter had carefully placed them- 
selves in the proper positions. As 
Monette entered he was_ recognised 
immediately, despite some changes in 
his appearance and Chief Carpentier 
and Detective Beauchamp pounced 
upon him, and before he had time to 
realise what had happened he was 
handcuffed and helpless. 


IN WOMAN'S REALM, 


How would it be if the men at the 
front refused to advance into the fir- 
ing line because some member of the 
headquarters’ staff wore silk socks 
and had better accommodation in 
some farmhouse than the Tommy in 
his dug-out, says Irene Parlby. We 
women are in the firing line. It is the 
housekeepers alone that can win the 
battle of the Bread Basket; the Food 
Controller, however able and zealous 
he may be, cannot police our various 
kitchens. His work at least can only 
be effectual when every woman forms 
a league of honor with Her own con- 
science becomes one of a great army 
of food controllers and when tempted 
to forego her personal duty because 
the headquarter’s staff seem negligent 
of theirs reminds herself of that “No- 
blesse oblige.”

It is so easy to endure 
the suffering of millions some thous- 
ands of miles away, our eyes are not 
troubled with the tradegy of starving 
families, our ears are not annoyed 
with their cries for bread, the cry of 
the little children. It would take 
many air raids and tons of explosives 
to waken some of us out of our self- 
complacency, make us realise’ that 
whether we like it or not we are in 
a war to the death, and that each and 
every one of us holding back from our 
duty is helping to prolong the war, to 
senda few more of our mentothe Great 


Beyond, to add to the sufferings of 
the women and children in the bellig- 
erent countries. 

Let our U.F.W.A. members at least 
show that they are imbued with this 
spirit of ‘Noblesse Oblige’” and = are 
going to hold-aloft in our different 
communities the standard of Service 
and Sacrifice for the sake of the men 
we have sent to die for us. The seif 
seeking politician, the men who are 
making private fortunes out of their 
countries’ need are placing the noose 
about their own necks. The growing 
tide of scorn and disgust which is sur- 
ging in many hearts throughout the 
country against their ways, will in 
due time reach its spring flood and 
engulf them. Too late they may 
learn to see the meaning of those old 


words “Noblesse Oblige.”

LENCE OF VENEREAL 
DISEASES 


The startling statement by no less 
an authority than Dr. C. K. Clarke, 
Superintendent of the Toronto Hos- 
pital, that more than 12 per cent. of 
the patients admitted to the public 
wards of that institution have syphi- 
lis, is the feature of the eighth an- 
nual report of the Commission of Con- 
servation just issued. These condi- 
tions, it is pointed out, are no doubt 
representative of those prevailing 
elsewhere in Canada where statistics 
are not available. The return of 
thousands of soldiers at the end of 
the war lends more than usual inter- 
est to this feature of the report. 
Other phases of the subject, includ- 
ing measures for controlling the men- 
ace, are discussed by Drs. J. J. Me- 
Kenzie, C. H. Hafy, and Wm. Goldie, 
of the Faculty of MeJdiema, University 
of Toronto. 


An address on the production and 
preservation of Food Supplies, by Dr. 
P. H. Bryce, gives tables showing the 
relative values of different foods. Re- 
3ults of experiments by the Commis- 
sion at Port Dover, Ont., in utilizing 
fish waste in the manufacture of stock 
meal, oils and fertilizer, are set forth, 
whilst Drs. H. J. Wheeler and Frank 
T. Shutt make interesting contribu- 
tions on the use of commercial fertil- 
izers. In addition, a readable ac- 
count is given of the varied activities 
of the Commission, including town- 
planning, game preservation, water- 
powers, agriculture, mining and gen- 
eral publicity work.

SAVING YOUNG STOCK. 


HOW ONE OF THE GREAT FOOD 
WASTES CAN BE PREVENTED 


If the food administrator shall 
have power to prevent slaughter of 
infantile domestic animals and _ will 
exercise that Power he can eliminate 
one enormous waste at a single blow. 

An enormous number of calves are 
slaughtered in this country annually. 
At present the prices of milk, butter 
and cheese strongly tempt the owner 
of cows to dispose of calves as quick- 
ty as possible. Add to this the fact 
that the calves bring a higher price 
than ever before, it becomes a pract- 
ical certainty that thousands of them 
are doomed to an early death. 

The effect of this practice is far 
reaching. It prevents an absolutely 
necessary increase in the supply of 
milk cows aids the high price ratingof 
dairy products, checks the increase of 
livestock on the farms, whieh thus 
works against grain production. 

So, too, gratification of the uppetite 
for fries breaks down the effort to 
get too little fertilization, and thus 
swell the production of eggs and of 
mature marketable poultry. A fry 
weighing one pound would weigh 
four or five pounds next year and 
might be an industrious producer of 
eggs.

But so the practice goes on, 
Though we have united for hundreds 
of years in condemnation of the 
woman who slew the hen that laid 
for her the golden eggs every day, 
we are foolishly depriving ourselves 
of a gain which is day by day assur- 
ed, actuated by the hope of getting 
it all in a lump. “All is. not gain 
that goes into the purse.” Let the 
food administrator see what he can 
do with this, one of our greatest 
wastes.
